hugely to a painstaking ancl somewhat conscien- 
tious mediocrity which charactcri/:os the presi- 
dent. However, the most striking difference is 
thai between the crisp decision of Mr. Wilson 
and the uncertainly of conclusion of his succcs.- 
sor. 
The rhetorical blade brandished by Mr. 


Wilson Hashed straight to his target; that of Mr. 
Ihirding is apt to remain suspended. 


The difference is plainly that between a per- 


sonal leader whose vision and genius swept him 
onward ahead of the crowd, and one whose mind 
does not outstrip the front rank of his company. 
Wilson set the puce and marked the way: Hard- 
ing goes with the crowd with an intuition for 


for a "cooling-off period" before any of the sig-| 
natory powers undertake war upon any of t h e ; 
others. But it is evident that the treaty has been 
restricted in its application merely to affairs con- 
eeniing the islands of the Pacific, excluding Yap. 
and thai one of its provisions is to be the aban- 
donment of Ihe Anglo-.lapancse alliance. 


One is immediately .struck with Ihe pecu- 


liarity of an arrangement which apparently com- 
mits the powers to a period of reasoning in a re- 
gard to certain possible differences, bn I 'carefully 
exclude certain other differences, dissimilar only 
m that (hey are much more pronounced and 
much more dangerously loaded with dynamilc. 
If it is good to promise to count ten before fight- 
ing about Micronesia, the Philippines or New 
Guinea, why is it not also good to promise to 
count ten before fighting about Manchuria. Si- 
beria or Shantung? 
One suspects it is because 


there is practically no danger of a row about the 
small and economically insignificant coral" atolls 
which dot the Pacific. They arc hardly worth 
fighting for, so that nobody minds promising 
anything about them. It is something like writ- 
ing a check for your whole bank account and 
then grandly lighting your cigar with it — it is a 
magnificant gesture, but it doesn't mean much.

President Harding, on the other hand, must 
iYd his way among the litter of obstacles to in- 
loniationafassocialion. created by his own party, j 
His repeated references lo an association of na- I 
fions, which are always left in a nebulous state, j 
probably are the feelers by which he hopes to 
find his. "course-. They arc put forward to gel the 
country's reaction, and lo feel Ihe muscles of op- 
position. 
If he can keep on talking about an 


association of nations a majority of his political 
associates may one day accept it as a matter of 
fact, or at least as a foregone conclusion. Re- 
publican partisans who scotched the thought as 
treason and infamy may gel used to the sound. 
Then, perhaps, when il is safe lo do so. Secretary 
Hughes will speak. 
And his speech will be no 


fuirc sent up to light the ground, but a solid sh.it 
!o the heart of the larget, for the man who calm- 
ly proposed to sink one-third of the world s 
fi-hling ships will nol 
fail lo make himsell

son lifted us lo the pinnacle of idealism, and we 
n-ashed to earth with an impact llu.l ended his 
brilliant career and left us stunned.

That he has not put

indefinite, lends joy lo the wmgs ol hope, 
may not he traveling very fast, but we ajT 
forgetting our destination.
